Gentlemen who go to Madison each win 


tcr to represent their senate or assembly] 
districts in the legislature, are not so en 
tirely absorbed with duties pertaining t< 
their positions- as not to be able to pay] 
some little attention to State politics. On| 
the contrary, they rather like to aid i 


• shaping the political destinies of their par- 
ty, and the business of making up ticke 
and designating State oflicers happens 
take up a portion of their time, and is car- 
ried oa much mere extensively than i 
generally supposed by the uninitiated. A] 
moments reilcetioa will convince any one 
that the opportunities for doing this, are 
very great. Here congregates one hun 
dred members of the Assembly from differ 
ent sections of the State who are supposed 
to have an intimate acquaintance with thi 
wants and wishes of the district they rep-] 
resent, and there are thirty-three Senaton 
•who are usually men of some political] 
prominence and standing at home. Add! 
to these about one hundred men who spend 
the winter at the capital as officers, clerks,' 
employees and correspondents, who arc- 
usually active politicians when at home,] 
and the whole assemblage constitutes : 
political association from all portions o 
the State that may easily assume to know] 
just what the people want, although 
the people may never havc 
furnish.
